Rule 100 is as follows: 


‘‘Nio member of the force shall be per- 
mitted to solicit or be obliged to make 
contributions in money or otherwise, on 
any pretext, to any person, committee or 
association, for any political purpose 
whatever.

“They shal] not, directly or indirectly, 
accept from any person, either liable to 
arrest or complaint, or in custody, or 
after he has been discharged, or from any 
of his friends, any gratuity, reward or 
gift whatsoever; nor from any person, 
money or other compensation for ser- 
vices rendered; nor shall any member re- 
ceive any compensation for service ren- 
dered, or reimbursements for expenses 
incurred by him in connection with his 
official services, without the approval of 
the board of police commissioners; nor 


'until he shall have furnished a report in 


writing of the nature and extent of the 
services so rendered, and a detailed ac- 
count of the expenses so incurred.” 

The foregoing rules were the ones upon 
which Captain Slaughter was found 
guilty.

It 
has a population of nearly 29,600 reople 
and is well fortified, so that a small ear- 
rison of troops could hold it indefinitely 
against native attacks.

General Otis’s dispatches intimate that 
he is somewhat embarrassed hy the un- 
expected necessity of providing a garri- 
son speedily for Zamboanga. 

It has heen suggested that the difficulty 
might be met by garrisoning Zamboanga 
with a battalion of marines, one of which 
is understood now to be available in this 
country and ready to sail at short notice 
for Manila.

SIRUP-MAKING. IN GEORGIA. 


Southern Part of State Wants Better 


Railroad Rates. 
Quitman, Ga., November ”.—(Special.) 
Mr. J. T. Davis, general freight agent of 
the South Georgia railway was called 
away yesterday to attend a conference 
of the various railroads interested in se 
movement of south Georgia sirup. Dr. 
W. A. Davis. ef this place, who is at 
the head of the Quitman Sirup Company, 
which handles quantities of that product, 
took the matter of sirup up with the com- 

some weeks ago, ang at that 
meeting the railroads agreed to consider 
the matter at an early date and to make 
better rates than ‘this commodity enjoys 
at present. It is a recognized fact thats 
the cane grown in this section Is richer 
in saccharine matter than the cane of 
Louisiana and produces a sirup which 
hau a zest and flavor all its own. 

Until recently almost all the sirup made 
in this section was cooked in open Kettles 
and far the greater portion of it was not 
cooked enough, leaving it thin and sub- 
ject to fermentation. Dr. Davis and 
Judge Joseph Tillman have taken much 
interest in disseminating among the grow- 
era such knowledges ag has been gained 
through the experience of growers in 
other sections. Within the last few years 
the open kettle has been discarded by all 
the progressive farmers and evaporator 
substituted. and the result has been sil- 
rup of a better quality and greater den- 
sitv. A recent letter of the former gene 
tleman to the growers, through the col- 
umns of the local paper, has resulted 
in a numbr of them obtaining saccharo- 
r.etera by tha use of which the sirup 
can be cooked to a uniform density. 

Lest year one of the merehants hai a 
few cans made for the purpose of her- 
metically sealing In them sirup directly 
from th@e evaporator by which means 
the delicate flavor, which sirup has when 
preserved indefinitely. These 
filled from the pans of the 
best sirup makers of the surrounding 
country, and sealed while hot. This 
sjrup when placed on the market, found 
a ready sale at 50 cents per gallon in

THE ADDRESS OF 
MRS. LINDSEY JOHNSON 


The address of Mrs. Lindsay Johnson, 
president of the Georgia Federation of 
Clubs, at Macon, was an interesting one, 
and by the request of several of the mem- 
bers is given here in full: 

I¢cies and Gentleman of Macon-—It has been 
said that it is fortunate for the avdiences that 
club conventions never meet twice in the same 
place, as state presidents can speak only upon 
one subject—''Federation,”’ 

Admitting the partial truthfulness of this 
statement, their scope is wide and varied, as 
federation is education, education—life. They 
are, however, through their office, surrounded 
by some restrictions. 

Not theirs to climb the literary heights of 
Parnassus. Not theirs to lead their audiences 
through the sylvan groves of poetic Arcadia. 
But theirs to answer the following practical 
questiors: What is this club movement which 
is sweeping over the entire country? What is 
federation? What are its aspirations? What 
have been its achievements? 

The club movement is the unselfish altruistic 
spirit asserting itself as a bulwark of strength 
to stem the tide of selfishness and individualism 
of this materialistic age. 

It is a movement for right and justice. It is 
the people’s movement; the thinkers’ move- 
ment. As it stands for the elevation of citia 
zenship, the raising of ideals, through broad 
culture and high humanitarian work, naturally 
it is the mothers who are the most active 
agents in forwarding these conditions. 

It is a movement for the children of the 
twentieth century. It is a woman’s movement 
only in that woman moves differently from 
man to compass the same results. 

College professors lecture 
classes on the needs of higher citizenship. 

The club women say too late, too late. That 
should be taught at the motherSs knee or in the 
kindergarten school, therefore let us form civic 
clubs and kindergarten sections. Let us learn 
ourselves, that we may teach our children. 

Let us, through philanthropic sources, 
to other nothers that which they 
time to gather for themselves. 

For this reason every state has its club and 
federation all connected by a link of love and 
interest, which proves the value of co-operation 
and the strength of co-ordination. 

The club movement originating in the desire 
of a few women for broader culture has de- 
veloped, until today it stands the disciple and 
follower of that brilliant French school whose 
leaders have pleaded for merey for the masses 
Since the time of its founder, until the last 
brilliant and euccessful effort made by its 
present leader, Zola; whose members are 
still pleading in the words of Victor Hugo, 
‘‘Help from the strong to the weak; help from 
the great to the small; help from the free to the 
Slave; help from the thinker to the ignorant; 
help from the solitary to the multitude.” 

Like them, club women feel ‘‘He who does 
not follow these laws may be a genius, but he 
is a genius of luxury. By not handling the 
things of earth, he thinks of purity himself; he 
annuls himself. Anyone roughly useful, but 
useful has a right to ask upon seeing this good 
for nothing genius, who is this idler? 

“The golden Amphora that refuses to go to the 
fountain deserves the hisses of the stone 
pitcher.”” | 

The club movement being itself a moving 
university has unconsciously become the pro- 
totype of that American school of socialists, 
known as believers in the new conscience and 
originators of the new school of economics and 
academic freedom, whose motto ts, ‘‘Make way 
for brotherhood, make way for man.’’ 

The Georgia Federation is a beautiful rosary, 
every bead of which Its a precious stone, itnas- 
much as it is a symbol of good deeds unsel- 
fishly performed. 

The annual conventions are altars upon which 
the pilgrim from eas club with the earnest- 
ness of a devotee cffers the results of a year's 
toil, often accomplished through the personal 
sacrifice of every member of the club. which 
Itke blessed incense permeates the senses and 
inspires all of renewed effort and high resolve 
for time to come. 

The Federation's aspirations are high and its 
achievements have been sufficient to cause it 
to be recognized as a strong factor for good in 
the state. 

It is composed of women of constructive 
thought, but conservative action, and therein 
has been the cause of its remarkable growth 
and suczess. 

It is democratic !n the broadest. sense, 
open to every society in the state that can 
prove itself non-sectarian and non-political. 

Although, non-sectarian and non-political, the 
Georgia Federation has a creed and a platform. 
Its members believe those who have had supe- 
rior advantages have heavier  responsibill- 
ties. The platform is patriotism and purs« 
ity in every walk of life. Justice for the down- 
trodden, opportunity for the oppressed. Of the 
earnestness and serioesness of purpose of the 
members, it is needless to speak. The reports 
of today and the addresses of tonight will 
give all an opportunity to judge. Our commite 
tees stand on tirm ground with the experiences 
of ages as their authority for being.

The bill is 
intended by the author as a blow at usw- | 
rious interest which men after contract- 
ing for feel in honor bound to pay rather | 
than go to court to have the contract 
nullified. 

President Render, of the Greenville 
bank, was the first of the business men 
present to be heard from. He made the 
statementt at.the outset thattif the bill 
became a law the country banks would be 
compelled to leave the business and that 
as a result the money would be driven to 
the cities. He took the position that 
with the small deposits taken by most of 
the country banks that they could not 
pay expenses with interest at six per 
cent. ’ 

Mr. Witham Objects to the Bill. 

W. S. Witham began his argument 
against the bill with the statement that 
he was president of some twenty banks 
in the state and was, therefore, competent 
to judge of the effect which the passage 
of such a law as that proposed would 
have. He said: 

“We country banks can’t live on a six 
per cent rate of interest. When you shut 
up the country banks by the passage of 
this bill you leave the farmer without 
cash in his pockets and you bring back 
the old system of credit which existed in 
the south twenty vears ago. 

“The expense of country banks will be 
found to run up ta ten per cent on the 
Capital stock and I challenge you to ex- 
Plain how the of these banks 
is to be carried on with any profit what- 
éver when the law makes a rate in ex- 
Cess of six per cent unlawful. The de- 
posits of country banks is simply too 
Sinall. There will not be a copper left 
for stockholders.” 

Mr. Witham stated ‘that he was now 
Working on a plan to put a cotton mill 
in many of the smaller towns of Georgia 
and that the bill, should it become a 
law. would make his arrangements im- 
bossible. During the course of his argu- 
ment Mr. Witham made the statement 
that very often his banks loaned money 
to farmers without any security at all 
Only on the moral obligation to pay when 
the notd became due. 3 

C. A. Collier Speaks. 

The most effective point in the speeches 
against the favorable recommendations 
of the measure was made by Mr. Collier, 
of the Capital City bank of Atlanta. He 
Said: 

“I am satisfied that the legislators of 
Georgia are not willing to put a burden 
On the banks of the state which cannot 
be placed. under a decision of the su- 
breme court of the United States on the 
hational banks in Atlanta and elsewhere. 
The result of such an enactment would 
be first to the money out of the 
county and the country banks to the 
ctlty and second to turn the state banks 
into national banks.’’ Mr. Collier at this 
boint read a decision of the supreme 
fourt in a recent case bearing directly on 
the point involved in the bill and which 
Blated that the rate of interest to be 
charged by national banks could be reg- 
Ulated by State legislatures.

Early Reports To Be Reprinted. 

An important measure in which the law- 
yers of the state are interested is that of 
Mr. Turner, of Henry, which makes pro- 
vision for reprinting the early volumes 
of the Georgia Reports. 

Prior to 1882 the reports were printed | 
by the supreme court reporter as a pri- 
Vate enterprise, the state subscribing for | 
a stipulated number of copies of each | 
volume with which to supply clerks, or- | 
dinaries and other officials entitled, and | 
the copyright vested in the reporters Be- 
ginning with volume 66, the state assumed 
the publication of the reports, and has 
continued to print them since. The earlier 
volumes, ‘however, are out of print, and 
as a consequence are extremely scarce 
and valuable, 

Some idea of their rarity and value may 
bé gained from the statement that while 
$70, will pay for the forty volumes printed 
and controlled by the state, the remaining 
sixty-five volumes (from 1 to 65, inclusive) 
cannot be purchased for less than $350. 
The copyrights which originally protected 
some of these earlier- volumes have since 
expired, and in his annual report for 
1s¥8, Librarian Brown recommended that 
they be taken up and reprinted by the 
state, lt was on line with this suggestion 
that the Turnef bill was framed, and it 
will doubtless be gratifying to the mem- 
bers of the legal fraternity to learn that 
the measure has been favorably consid- | 
ered in both branches of the general as- | 
sembly. About twenty-five volumes are | 
now uncovered by copyright, and other 
copyrights will expire at the rate of 
two to three each year. These will be 
taken up in their order and reprinted, and 
in the course @ a few years the state will 
be able to, furnish complete sets of the 
Georgia Reports at about one-half the 
| present cost. 
| Referring to this matter in his forth- 
coming report, now in the hands of the 
| printer, State Librarian Brown says: 
| The recessity for reprinting the earlier vol- 
umes of the Georgia reports is obvious. The 
_state ought, as a matter of policy, to con- 
| trol all publications uf this character, to the 
'end that members of the legal profession may 
'be supplied promptly and at reasonable cost. 
| Few of the younger practitioners at the bar 

gre able to pay the price now demanded for a 
| complete set of the Georgia reports, while 
| many of the older members who have only in- 
complete sets are in almost as bad a plight. A 
' similar embarrassment is experienced in our 
| superior courts. There are not more than fif- | 
teen or twenty complete sets of the reports.

SOME OF THE MYSTERIES 
OF THE DEEP BLUE SEA 


Deep sea exploration has the call 
among extensive ccientific enterprises. At 
the moment, besides the great expedition 
of the United States fish commission 
steamer Albatross, which is plowing the 
south Pacific and making investigations 
of the ocean bottom there, under the 
lead of Professor Agazzi, of Harvard, 
the prince of Monaco, on his own ac- 
count, in his big new yacht, specially con- 
structed for the purpose, and Admiral 
Makaroff, of the Russian navy, in the 
steamer Yermak, are conducting oceanic 
investigations in the Arctic seas, and 
Professor Weber, of Holland, is pursuing 
similar researches on a Dutch man-of- 
war, in the east Indian seas. In addl- 
tion to these expeditions actually under 
way, says a writer in The New York 
Press, the several governments of north- 
ern Europe, having coasts on the North 
sea and the north Atlantic ocean, are 
mapping out elaborate programmes for 
joint work of this character in northern 
water for the near future, and a compre- 
hensive exploration of the ocean deeps 
surrounding the south pole is being or- 
ganized for next year by scientists of 
Great Britain and Germany, under gov- 
ernment patronage. Fo~ the expense of 
this latter undertaking $500,000 has @- 
ready been subscribed or pledged, and the 
remaining $250,000 required to complete 
the requisite fund is rapidly being raised. 
The number of: men and ships engaged 
in studying the ocean depths Is increasing 
among all civilized peoples and in all 
quarters of the globe, and the great eco- 
nomic importance of many of the deep- 
sea problems that wait solution is recog- 
nized.

Prior to the publication a few years 
ago of the results of the great British 
Challenger expedition of 1872-6, the 
world’s knowledge of the ocean was 
superficial to a great extent, confined 
almost entirely to the surface and shal- 
low waters and to the*survey of coasts 
and of oceanic routes directly useful for 
commercial purposes. What little was 
known of the depths in mid-ocean was 
learned chiefly through the work of cable 
companies, beginning in 1854. There had 
been no systematic attempt to learn the 
physical and life conditions on the ground 
floor of the great deeps, and most of the 
apparatus necessary for such investiga- 
tions had not yet been invented. Such 
wonderful pieces of mechanism as those 
with which the Albatross is equipped-- 
for trawling, sounding and dredging at 
depths of over five miles, the dredges ca- 
pable of bringing up live fishes and other 
living creatures from the lowest bottoms 
—were not- then even dreamed of. But 


most a revolution in the methods employ- 
ed, and to the efforts of experimental 
scientists have been added the practical 
work of the hydrographic department 
of the British navy and the hydrographic 
office of our own navy and of cable com- 
panies, and the researches of marine 
biological establishments maintained by 
several European governments.

As yet, however, our knowledge of deep 


marine deposits is limited largely to the 
superficial layers at the bottom. As a 
rule the sounding tube does not pene- 
trate more than’ six or eight inches, 
though in some instances the soundirg 
tube and dredge have been known to sink 
two feet into the deposits. Fortunately, 
some of the deep-sea exploring expedi- 
tions that recently started out ar> 
equipped with spécial apparatus that will 
enable them to penetrate down to the 
actual bard bottom, and interesting re- 
sults therefrom may be looked for. 

The deeps of the sea are great batti*- 
fields, 7ust as the shallower depths are, 
and a remorseless struggle for existence, 
where “fish eats fish’ zoes on in the 
dark, cold abyss, pretty much as in the 
lighter and warmer upper strata of the 
sea water. Inaumerable fishes and mem- 
bers of all the invertebrate groups of 
animal life are distributed over the ocean 


floor at all depths. 
a ee 


Total darkness as well as freezing cold 
reigns in these deep-sea regions, for the 
rays of the sun are absorbed in passing 
through the upper layers of water. In 
consequence of this darkness plant life 
is absent over about 93 per cent of the 
ocean bottom, or over about two-thirds 
of the whole surface of the globe. 

Animal life, which is abundant on these 
deep ocean floors, gets its sustenance di- 
rectly or indirectly from the organic mat- 
ter assimilated by plants near the sur- 
face and in the shallower water near the 
coast line and on the surface of the 
land. 

Swinburn’s idea of ocean graves being 
“pure, cold, populous,’’ and ‘‘made with- 
out hand in a world without stain,” 1s 
shown by science to be correct. The cold, 
dark ocean flocr is indeed a vast grave- 
yard, rot only for the beings and objects, 
men, skips and their coritents, that have 
descended from the surface, but for in- 
numerable creatures that@have lived all 
their lives near the surface in tropical 
temperatures and in tropical sunlight, as 
well as for the remains of countless 
other organisms that have lived below in 
darkness at a temperature aear to the 
freezing point of water. 

Vast red clay deposits occur in all the 
deeper stretches of the ocean floor, and 
cover nearly half of the entire floor. They 
are mixed with numerous remains 0+ 
whales, sharks and other fishes, minute 
mineral crystals, magnetic granules, cos- 
mic ‘dusts, meteroic globules, and stone 
bodies of other than earthly origin. 

A majority of the deep-sea animals live 
by eating the mud, clay or ooze, OF by 
catching minute particles of organic mat- 
ter that come down from the surface. It 
is supposed that three-fourths of all the 
deposits covering the ocean flocr have at 
cne time or another served a3 {ood for 
marine animals. Many of the mud-eating 
species are of gigantic size, as compared 
with their allies in shallow coast waters, 
and become the prey of uumerjus rapa- 
cious monsters of the deep, armed with 
peculiar prehensile and tactile organs. 
Many of the deep-sea fishes are blind, 
having no use for_eyes, while others have 
large eyes, on the theury that the larger 
the eyes the more they can see.

“Between 1874 and 1878 investments jn 
cotton manufactures decreased quite 
$1,000,000, while investments in stocks and 
bonds increased over $1,250,000.

The capture of Charleston in February, 
1780. was far-reaching in its depressing 
effects in the southern department.

“I have been misrepresented,” he de- 
clared in part, ““by the newspapers of the 
city in what I said at the meeting in the 
basement of Grace church last Friday 
night. The wrong construction was put 
upon my words. I was credited with 
making statements that reflected upon 
members of council and members of the 
Street committee. Tnere was no inten- 
tion in what I said to reflect on any mem- 
ber of council. If I have aught against 
@ man I’ll say it to his face. If I get 
knocked down for it; that’s all right. 

“In my talk I did make use of the ex- 
pression, ‘I don’t happen to be in the 
ring,’ but there was no intention to inti- 
mate that there was a ring in council. 
The idea I wished to convey was that I 
Was not a member of the street commit- 
tee. I meant that each ward had a 
member on that street committee and 
that I was not the member from my 
ward on the committee. I meant no re- 
flection on any member or members of 
counci] or the street committee . I want 
to make this statement to place myself 
right before this body. The papers 
placed a wrong construction on my words 
and one that was never meant.” 

(The report of the speech referred to 
was reported correctly in The Constitu- 
tion and no effort was made to place a 
Construction on Colonel Thomson's 
words.) 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mitchell stated ‘that 
he was glad Councilman Thomson had 
Seen fit to make this statement, as the 
Published reports indicated a _ reflection 
on the members of the street committee, 
and he was glad as chairman of that 
Committee to know that the speaker had 
Meant no such reflection.

This trophy is a beautiful one, and will 
be held by the team winning it until 
next year, when it will be competed for 
again, as is the case with the big trophies 
shot for at Sea Girt, New Jersey. The 
announcement of the shoot and the rules 
regulating it were issued yesterday by 
the committee which has it in charge. 

None but men from. the cmt okt 
Herse Guard and from the Fifth 
ment, infantry, Georgia volunteers, resi- 
dents of Atlanta, will be allowed to com- 
pete. The men on the teams must wear 
the regulation uniform or fatigue unt- 
form, use Springfield rifle of 46-caliber, 
and government cartridges. 

The state regulations will govern the 
shoot, and the ranges will be as follows: 
Five at 200, fifty at 300, ten at 500, five at 
60 yards, and ten at skirmish. Two 
sighting shots will be allowed each at 5 
and 6500 yards ranges.
